JACKSONVILLE, FU. (AP)-— 
Negro leaders called for “hit 
and run” picketing and sit-ins 
at segregated resu lta n ts and 
hotels in this tense city today. 
But it was the unexpected- 
some spark that might detonate 
further violence—that had tow 
enforcement agencies, city offi­ 
cials and residents on edge.

HEAR DR. BRYAN 
ON NEW SCHOOL 
LAW IN STATE 


Dr. Herbert E. Bryan, direc­ 
tor of school district organiza­ 
tion for the state Department 
of Public Instruction, told mem­ 
bers 
of the 
Adams 
County 
Torch Club in an address here 
Tuesday evening public school 
officials throughout the state 
should “lay aside tradition, con­ 
servatism, 
pride 
and 
preju­ 
dice” and plan for the best 
possible education system un­ 
der the new school reorganiza­ 
tion law. 
He did not refer directly to 
Adams County, which has not 
yet decided upon its school plan 
under Act 290, but said: “ Most 
schools in the state are doing 
a good Job but they are not im­ 
proving their curricula as they 
might.” He spoke of the “fal­ 
lacy” in the new school law 
that give* school districts the 
opportunity to continue on a 
status quo” basis rather than 
combining into larger adminis­ 
trative units that woald offer 
many and better services to the 
boys and girls.

sal­ 
aries were raised because of the 
extra funds available for edu­ 
cation from the tales tax re­ 
vision. 
He described the reorganiza­ 
tion of the state educational sys­ 
tem at the state level, the move 
toward 
vocational 
technical 
schools, Junior colleges and the 
student loans program. He dis­ 
cussed to some detail the school 
reorganization Act 290 and said: 
“It makes it possible adminis­ 
tratively to do better today 
what we should have done yes­ 
terday.”

U.N. Prepared To Force 
Pact On Isle Of Cyprus

most ready to begin its two-fold 
task of enforcing a peace be­ 
tween Greek and Turkish Cypri­ 
ots and trying to mediate their 
bloody communal dispute.

Premier Sakari S. Tuomioja of 
Finland as U.N. mediator was 
assured Tuesday after Greece, 
Turkey, Britain and the island’s 
two feuding communities accept­ 
ed him for the peacemaking 
post. 
LL Gen. Pram Singh Gyani, 
commander of the U.N. peace­ 
keeping force, arrived back in 
Cyprus and said the internation­ 
al army may be operational by 
the end of the week.

HUMANIZING A MONSTER 
German Magazines Offering Apologias; 
Will A New Image Of Hitler Emerge? 


By JIM DAN HILL 
TO HUMANIZE HITLER ii 
the current project of two West 
German magazines. The pur­ 
pose is to enable a new gener­ 
ation to understand the recent 
past. 
The editors say they are seek­ 
ing a rational explanation. 
Vintage pictures of yester­ 
year^ 
Hitlerian 
scenes 
with 
broadcasts of old records of his 
speeches are being used. Mod­ 
ern text is being provided by 
an aging history professor at 
the University of Gottingen. 
Meanwhile, at Limburg, Ger­ 
many, a Dr. Hens Hefelmann 
is being tried for his share in 
the Hitlerian policy of genocide. 
This term is normally asso­ 
ciated with Hitler’s policy of 
extermination of non-Aryans in 
general and Jews in particular. 
Actually, Hitler’s inhumanity 
to mankind went further than 
that. He was also extermin­ 
ating unknown tens 
of thou­ 
sands of strictly Aryan fellow 
German citizens. Their deaths 
had nothing to do with race, re­ 
ligion or politics. “Mercy kill­ 
ing” Hitler called it. 


MUCH OF the testimony in 
Dr. Hefelmann’s trial throws 
additional light on this program 
of Aryan improvement. In the 
plans 
of 
Hitler’s 
1,000-year 
Reich there was to be no place 
for the descendants of either 
physical or mental weaklings 
The policy had a small peace 
time beginning in 1037. 
One death installation was at 
Hadamar, in the zone of action 
of the V Corps, First Army. As 
an artillery group commander 
in V Corps, I think I was the 
first American officer to find 
and to report the map coordi­ 
nates of this strange “hospital.” 
The superintendent, disguised 
•a one of the “patients,” was 
said to be hiding on th. grounds. 
Offices were deserted. Ambu­ 
latory patients were roaming 
at will. I quickly learned it was 
truly a death factory, hence my 
disbelief that the superintend­ 
ent would dare remain among 


victims that only the arrival of 
American advance guard units 
had saved. 
Nor was I ready to believe 
such a small installation could 
have liquidated thousands 
of 
victims. It was even more in­ 
credible that the staff of such 
a place could have organized a 
big party for themselves in cel­ 
ebration of the ten thousandth 
individual liquidation. A pride 
in “production” of this charac­ 
ter for the German war effort 
staggered my imagination. We 
were yet to see Dachau and 
Beuchenwald. 
One ambylatory patient was

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NewYork Exchange Prepares FIRES 
To Alter Floor Trading Rules

NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Stock Exchange is busily 
tidying up its rules and prac­ 
tices in preparation for what 
some are billing as a show­ 
down fight with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 
But the exchange seems to 
ha ve its eye on public opinion 
as much as on the threatened 
crackdown by the SEC. And 
that may be very much on the 
minds of exchange president 
Kdth Funston and other ex­ 
change officials as they talk to­ 
day to President Johnson. 
WdU Street is well aware that 
there still is a great deal of 
popular suspicion as to what 
really goes on there. And SEC 
charges of unfair privileges en­ 
joyed by floor traders — mem­ 
bers who buy or sell for them­ 
selves rather than as brokers 
for the public—are likely to get 
more public credence than are 
denials by exchange officials. 
DIFFICULT BATTLE 
A battle for a better public 
image may well accompany any 
fight with the SEC over tougher 
regulations. Exchange officials 
are aware that changing the 
Ideas most Americans have of 
pome stock market proceedings 
will be hard. 
But to that end Hie exchange 
Ie suggesting changes in floor 
trading rules which may re­ 
move some of the public's sus­ 
picions, although the proposals 
seem unlikely to satisfy SEC 
demands for either a stringent 
curtailing of floor trading or 
ending it altogether. 
The exchange's board of gov­ 
ernors also has just voted to 
raise standards for original list­ 
ing of common stocks for trad­ 


ing and to tighten standards for 
continued listing. 
TRADING RULES 
The board further just pro­ 
posed a plan to make it possible 
to halt trading in national emer 
geodes much faster than the 27 
minutes that elapsed between 
first news of the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy 
and the exchange's closing. The 
27 minutes saw some of the 
wildest trading in recent years. 
The new plan would allow a 
three • man committee to act 
rather than a seven • member 
quorum of the entire board. 
New rules for listing require 
a company to have 600,000 com­ 
mon shares outstanding, rather 
than the present 500,000, with a 
market value of $10 million for 
the publicly held shares, and 
earning power of at least $2 
million a year before taxes, 
rather than $1 million after 
taxes. 
"PRIVATE CLUB" 
The SEC has attacked floor 
trading as giving the exchange 
the atmosphere of a private 
club. 
The exchange defends floor 
trading as adding to the m ar­ 
ket's liquidity, defined as the 
ability of a particular stock to 
absorb reasonable amounts of 
buying or selling at reasonable 
price changes. 
The new rules proposed by ex 
change officials would stress 
flow trading action that would 
stabilize a fluctuating market 
and would keep such traders 
from dominating the market for 
a particular stock.

SWEPT BY WINDS 
A week ago Sunday night, 
warm winds off the Mojave Des­ 
ert howled through canyons at 
90 miles per hour, blew down 
thousands of trees and unroofed 
several houses. 
The winds broke scores of 
windows, caused power failures 
lasting hours and toppled a tree 
that killed a man. An agency 
representing 380 insurance com­ 
panies estimated the windstorm 
damaged over 11,000 dwellings 
and business buildings at a loss 
of more than $2 million. 
That was only part of it. The 
wind knocked down power lines 
whose sparks started fires in 
parched brush. Flames charred 
11,800 acres. Firemen said 20 
homes were destroyed in two 
Ares in the Glendale-Burbank 
area, just 12 miles north of 
downtown Los Angeles. The in­ 
surance agency put the count at 
30 homes and the loss at per­ 
haps $2 million more. 
The fires, in turn, set the 
stage for fresh disaster Mooday 
—a sea of oozy mud from flame- 
denuded watershed. 
"AU we heard was a great 
big whooshing sound. And then 
it was on top of us,” saki Ralph 
Johnson after a waU of mud 
smashed out a sliding glass door 
and covered every room in his 
house with four feet of soupy 
mud. 
Other residents reported simi­ 
lar misfortune. 
The picture isn't all muddy 
black. 
The more than one Inch of 
rain la a blessing for growers 
of dry-firmed crops — barley, 
wheat, hay, beans.

ON ELEMENTS

WASHINGTON (AP)—No one 
holds a U.S. patent on oxygen, 
or hydrogen, or nitrogen, hut— 
Now, for the first time, some­ 
one may be granted a patent on 
elements — at least man-made 
elements. So says the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
The man who invented or dis­ 
covered two of the more esoteric 
and recent elements — curium 
and americium — is trying to 
get them patented. For tee mo­ 
ment, his chances seem much 
improved. 
SBBKS PATENT FOR ABC 
He happens to be Dr. Glenn 
T. Seaborg, Nobel Prize winner 
and chairman of tee AEC. He 
is seeking the patents on behalf 
of the commission, AEC spokes­ 
men say. 
It til came to light in records 
of the U.S. Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals. 
Last week, Judge Arthur M. 
Smith slapped down U.S. Patent 
Office reasons for rejecting Dr. 
Seaborg’s 
applications 
for 
patents on the elements, their 
isotopes (radioactive offspring) 
and the processes which produce 
them. 
That means the patent office 
will either have to think up bet­ 
ter reasons and ask the court 
for a rehearing, or appeal to the 
Supreme Court, or get on with 
the patent process.

Curium and americium are 
among a group of new ele­ 
ments—formed by bombarding 
other elements with neutrons or 
other subatomic particles. 
The object is to boost the 
positive charges in the nucleus

But 
they have, in many esses, em­ 
braced long quotations from the 
Supreme Court on constitutional 
questions, which, however en­ 
lightening they may be for con­ 
gressmen furnish dull fare for 
tourists.

15 NEW DRU6S 
TO END CANCER 
WILL BE TESTED

Fla. (AP) — Fifteen new and 
potentially 
valuable 
drugs 
against female breast cancer- 
uncovered by a new radioactive 
screening technique — are soon 
to undergo extensive human tri­ 
als, it was reported today. 
“ We are awaiting the results 
with considerable excitement,” 
said Dr. Ralph I. Dorfman of 
Shrewsbury, Mass., one of a 
team of scientists who devel­ 
oped the new drug screening 
method and also submitted the 
new drugs to early preliminary 
trials. 
REVEALS DEVELOPMENTS 
Dr. Dorfman, of the Worces­ 
ter (M ass.) Foundation for Ex­ 
perimental Biology, told about 
the new developments at the 
sixth annual seminar for science 
writers sponsored by the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society. 
Asserting that the new drugs 
are all synthetic preparations 
chemically related to the male 
sex hormone testosterons—the 
first hormone used in treating 
female breast cancer—the scien­ 
tist said: 
—Two of the drugs, as indicat­ 
ed by early animal and human 
trials, are as good or better 
than the 
best hormone 
now 
available 
for 
clinical 
use 
against breast cancer. 
ANTITUMOR ACTIVITY 
—Six others possess antitumor 
activity of “ the same order” as 
the best previously available 
material of this class; and sev­ 
en others possess “ considerable 
activity.” 
The scientist indicated, how­ 
ever, that none of the new drugs 
was expected to cure a cancer 
—though some might extend the 
survival times beyond present 
limits in cases not curable by 
surgery or radiation. 
He said the results have been 
so promising 
that 
the 
com­ 
pounds soon are to be subjected 
to widescale human testing at 
at least six centers in the na­ 
tional network of hospitals par­ 
ticipating 
in 
a 
government- 
backed program for evaluating 
various anticancer drugs.

BUYING SPREE 
FUR EASTER

NEW YORK AP) - Easter 
buying appears headed for a 
record, helped by a boost from 
the income tax cut. 
Merchants say most of the ef­ 
fect of the tax reduction is psy­ 
chological 
because 
taxpayers 
haven't realized much as yet in 
the way of savings. 
Shopping got off to a rather 
fast start because Easter falls 
so early this year, and was re­ 
ported picking up steam aa the 
hoUday approached. 
5 PCT. GAIN 
In New York, J. 
Gordon 
Dakins, executive secretary of 
the National Retail Merchants 
Association, said reports from 
around the country indicated a 
5 per cent gain over last year 
although anows, floods and tor­ 
nadoes hampered shopping in 
some areas. 
Dakins said the tax cut was 
one element making it possible 
to sen more goods. People have 
fewer worries and more confi­ 
dence in the future, he said, and 
are spending accordingly. 
Most of the money, as usual, 
is going into apparel for the 
Easter parades. 
TREND IS UP 
An Associated Press survey of 
major cities indicated the buy- 
ihg trend is up in most areas. 
"On a day for day basis we 
arc beating sales recorded the 
same number of days before 
Easter last year," said Geoffrey 
Swaebe, president of the May
